Benson said ho would lake tha money 


and his own money and go to Nnw York, 
and with it eoud to the Grand Opera 
Houeo the finest attractions that caih 
could procure.

Before 
going, 
however, 


Benson said that he would deoosit 3-500 
in bank to provide against bad business 
at the Grand. 


Bad business did come. 
KFckardo 


went to tha bank to get that $500, bnt 
discovered that, instead of it, the oniy 
thing he could get at tba bank waa the 
information that the firm's account had 
been overdrawn $100. 


Then Kickards realized that be had 


been duped. Unsettled claims of Ben- 
son poured in upon him. Salaries be- 
came due, and finally the Grand had to 
be closed and Kickarda was practically 
without means, lie had been promised 
tha use of Benson's richly furnished 
apartments during hia (Bauson's) ab- 
sence in New York, but when tba de- 
ceived partner sought admission to the 
rooms ho found the doors locked aud 
tba Sheriff provided witb. authority to 
cell the furniture. 


Benson, at last accounts, waa in Ten- 


nessee, but it ia belfeved he will get 
Btill farther out of reach of hia duped 
partner.

"Woman in Politioi 


Kever hua womau ij^urad before in 


politics In thia connuy with AS much 
prominence as she had done within the 
paal fun nacutha. There was a treaien- 
d ma tifibrt made in New York t3 give 
her u place in the new Constitution on 
a political equality witn man, by omit- 
ting the word male in tUe dffinition oi 
the cit zen entitled to the suffrage. But 
the sex was divided against itvel' on 
that subject in that State, and ihe op- 
ponents of woman euffnige among them 
carried the day. For all that the women 
of the great metropolis organi/ed in re- 
-•loiiso to the call of Dr. Farkhurst and 
worked energetically to dowu lammany. 
The proposition to eugraft woman iuf- 
fra^e on the State Constitution wts op- 
posed bv the batter clans of woman in 
Navs York on the ground that the right 
to votu would be exercised only by their 
more degraded BUtera in the interest ol 
bad and corrupt government. Bat these 
very women upset that theory them- 
telveu a few weeks afterward wh»n tu«y 
were invited to give thair aid in th» in- 
terest 
of pure politics by responding 


with alacrity and working ardtntly and 
fucceetifally in that direction. 


The v/omen ol the Aabland Congrei- 


•lonal district in Kentucky went into 
tnu primary campaign against Breclcm- 
ridgu with so much vim and det«rmina- 
tion that they virtually carried the day 
against him, although not on* of tb*m 
bad a vote. That WM a fight ia the in- 
terest of virtue, the moit preoioni of all 
ol woman's attributes. 


"Wherever Populism has gained a foot- 


hold, it has urged as one of ita chief 
tenets trie emancipation of woman, and 
women have been among the principal 
Advocates of Populiatic theories. Popu- 
hatic Colorado gave woman the suffrage 
two years ago. It it a woman who has 
been said to be "the power behind the 
throne" through Governor Wane'* ad- 
ministration. Ha is laid to bare been 
under the petticoat dominion ol hit 
•wife rngarding the disposition of all of 
the affairs of the 8tate In which he had 
a part. It was expected by the party 
which gave women the right to vote in 
Colorado tliat she would UM it for its 
continuance in office.

Tbe case of the 
Alliance, he said, had been placnd in 
the hands of T. V. Cator and had been 
ealtled m favor of the order. 


Mr. Fuwcett then went on to say that 


he had isbued another letter to the 
Alliance setting forth these tacts, bat 
about the time members began to mani- 
fest an interest in tae matter by seed- 
ing in applications for insurance, be 
hnd baen informed, that tha State la- 
eurauca Commiaeion desired to hava the 
case reopened, and further, that the 
Alliance should fully explain the pur- 
port of Article X of the rules. 


Argumtmt, he sail, had baen made on 


tho question ot reopaning tha case, but 
the judge had not rendered a decision 
and the matter still stands in tavor of 
tho Alliance, and will, he continued, so 
stand, if reopened, until a decision shall 
be reversed, if perchance it should be 
reversed.

"The people of European coontriei 


have thought the matUr at initmnc* ol 


enough importance to pass compulsory 
insurance laws requiring all who do not 
receive a salary auuve * certain sum, to 
be insured against sickness or accident, 
old ege and invalidity, aa the nature of 
tiie it- work and the state of their health 
demands. 


"Germany seems to have taken the 


lead iu this matter, and it is claimed by 
ilira} who have watched the workings 
of those laws carefully that they have 
greatly reduced the suffering and want 
30 prevalent among tha working classes 
of that country." 


As against tiie insurance of Germany 


Mr. Fawcett said the Alliance ia con- 
! fronted iu tho United States by ",'aws 


which make it posaibie for great 
in- 


surance companies or combines to ac- 
cumulate greac fortunes at the expense 
of our citizens, and alao by the fact lhat 
tho SAid companies and combines use 
iheir accumulation, to a certain extent, 
to preveut tba passage of any bill wuich 
would in anywise tend to lessen the 
profits of their business. 


"We are also confronted by the fact," 


he continues, "that the insurance com- 
bine oi this State has in some manner 
succeeded ia defeating every mutual in- 
surance bill which has come before the 
State Legislature, thus compelling the 
people to pay tribute tc them. 
And 


now, as a fraternal ordar, we desira lol 
co-operate among ouraelvas in tho matter 
of insurances'" accordance' with 
the 


provisions of Section 451 of the Civil 
Code, nnd although our plans havo b»en 
deciarod by the court to bo with n the 
limits of tno law, some unaoen. fore- 
s-ems to be at work to prevent in froua 
carrying our pluns into execution. 


"Should ihe court deci'le to reopen 


ttfe case, and then reverse the dacision 
already rendered, the Supremo Court 
will undoubtiidly uphold our plan', as 
did tha Superior Court in its firat de- 
cision, nnd we will then be enab.ed to 
pursue our work alon? thia lino without 
any further interference. 


"After one year of experience iu an 


effort to get ilie members interested in

'Woman la Politics- 


Never has woman ii^urad before in 


polities in this country with ai much 
prominence as she has done within the 
past lew months. There was a tremen- 
dous effort made in JJow York to give 
her a place in the new Constitution on 
a political equality with man, by omit- 
ting the word male in the definition of 
the cit zee entitled to the suffrage. But 
the eex waa divided against iuelf on 
that subject in that State, and the op 
ponenta of woman suffrage among them 
carried the day. For all that the women 
of the great metropolis organized in re- 
-rjonse to the call oi Dr. Parkharst and 
worked energetically to down Tammany. 
The proposition to engraft woman suf- 
fiage on the State Constitution was op- 
posed by the better clase of women in 
Now York on the ground that the right 
to vote would be exercised only by their 
mote degraded sisters in the interest of 
bad and corrupt government. But these 
very women upset that theory them- 
<elv»e a few weeks afterward when they 
•were invited to give their aid in the in- 
terest of pure politics by responding 
with alacrity and working ardently and 
successfully in that direction. 


The women ot the Ashland Congres- 


sional district in Kentucky went into 
the primary campaign against Breckin- 
ridge with BO much vim and determina- 
tion that they virtually carried the day 
against him, although not one of them 
had a vote. That wae a fight in the in- 
terest of virtue, the most precious oi all 
ol woman's attribute*. 


Wherever Populism has gained a foot- 


bold, it has urged a* one of its chief 
tenets the emancipation oi woman, aod 
wooien have been among the principal 
advocates of Popalistic theories. Popu- 
listic Colorado Rave woman the suffrage 
two years ago. It U a woman who has 
been laid to be "the power behind the 
throne" through Governor Wavte's ad- 
ministration. He is eaid to have been 
under the petticoat dominion of his 
wife regarding the disposition ol all oi 
the affairs of the State In which be bad 
a part. It was expected by the party 
which gave women the right to rote in 
Colorado that ebe would use it for its 
continuance In office. 8t« did the very 
opposite. Rhe n»»l it to oust it from 
office Ibe very first opportunity she waa 
given to exercise it. It U represented 
by the Denver Republican that the sav- 
ing of the State ir •; further Populist 
misrule wae due tu :he vote* oi the

contemplated an advancement of the 
pricei o) California wine* hjr trying to 
raise a scare to the effect that if pncas 
go up here the door» of the Eastern 
market will be opened to the wiae pro- 
ducers of France and Germany to our 
disadvantage.

The middlemen 
who have tbna been enriching thom- 
aolvos vrould like to porpetuato tho state 
of affairs that has prevailed hero for 
noveral yeara past; heuca the fa'sj 
alarm of danger which they are now 
raising.
